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Elba City School Board fails to reconcile parents’

The Elba City School Board 


meeting last Thursday attracted an 
unusual number of visitors. The pur- 
pose of the attendees was soon ap- 
parent as Chairman G, A, Lindsey 
recognized a parent, L. C. Cook, 
who told the board of his problem.

Lindsey responded, “If I 
was coach and couldn't 
run the football team, I 
would tell you to get an- 
other coach.”

Cook explained that he was there 
because of his son, Jamie Brockton, 
and a decision the football coach 
made concerning the son. Based on 
circumstances of the case Cook said 
he felt the coach was wrong in drop- 
ping the youth from the team.

“I understand the coach says he 
wasn't properly informed,” Cook 
added. de continued with, “ I think 
it is tunnel vision, and he can't see 
anything but football. With him in a 
leadership position, he shouldn't be 
like that.” 

Bill Hall addressed the board 
with, “ My daughter went as well. I 
share the concerns, Children are in 
school to broaden their horizons, 
there is more than just one perspec- 
live There are several concerns I 
want to pursue to insure this doesn't 
happen again. We, as parents, 
thought the administration approved 
of this trip. Now the children have to 
bear the blunt in this case,” 

Hall suggested a board policy 
which would set procedure in such 
matters, 

Board member Eddie Kelley said, 
“As a board policy, we don't have 
guidelines in force to cover extra- 
curricular activities”, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
agreed and said, “Not as a formal 
policy. I have pursued this matter. I 
have to support Coach Wood and 


following guidelines suggested by 


Coach Wood to cover athletic pro- 
grams: 


1) Excused absences from prac- 
lice include sickness, injury, death 
in the family, or special permis- 
sion from the head coach of that 
sport. 

2) Excused absences from 
scheduled games include sickness, 
injury, death in family. Other ab-

sences (are) considered unexcused 
pending review by the head coach 
of the sport. Conflicts with other 
activities that create the necessity 
to miss a scheduled game should 


possibility of being excused from 
scheduled games. These guide- 
lines along with other obvious 
regulations, (physical examina- 
lion, grade requirement, and etc.) 
will be made available to students 
and parents for review and signa- 
ture of agreement by parent. 

When a board member expressed 
a desire to further discuss Hall's 
statement that he thought the admin- 
istration approved of the trip, Pearce 
quickly called for an executive ses- 
sion. 

Following the executive session, 
Chairman G, A. Lindsey started to 
move on to other business, but board 
member Eddie Kelley addressed the 
visitors, explaining that the majority 


‘of the board felt this was a matter to 


be handled by the administration, 
and not the board, 

Nelda Coleman spoke and said, “I 
don't agree. You are giving control 
to an individual. My son went also 
but didn't have any problems. Jamie 
was the only one punished, I don't 
think Coach Wood should have the 
authority to say no when everyone 


“Maybe there was a lack of com- 
munication in this case,” he added. 
James Ross Poole said he first heard 
of the problem on television 
and“ thought it was a joke.” 

This newspaper asked several 
limes if guidelines were in place 
with other departments and was told 
those were not now a problem and 
would be handled when they became 
a problem. Finally Pearce did say he 
didn't know if other departments had 
guidelines, but if not they would get 
them. , 

This newspaper attempted to ex- 
plain to the board that a lot of people 
in Elba were looking to the board to 
settle the matter and their complete 
lack of action failed to accomplish 
anything. Lindsey countered with, 
“There is a lot about this matter you 
may not understand.” He then said 
the board was ready to move on to 
other business. 

Cook said, “ We are not satisfied, 
we feel that we have been mistreated 
and the school has been mistreated.

Lindsey pointed out that it was 
the representative of this newspaper 
he was referring to as not being fully 
aware of the facts in the matter. 

He thanked Cook and his family 
for their concern, 

Pearce reported that the construc- 
tion project was progressing. The 
elementary school is 80-85% com- 
plete, The high school roof is 75% 
dried in and trusses set on the gyms 
and library, He said that over the last 
two months a lot has been accom- 
plished 

Pearce said he is much more en- 
couraged that the project might still 
be finished by September Ist. 

Board members were updated on 
the school's efforts to bring public 
attention to the proration of state ed- 
ucation funds. Pearce said he had ad- 
dressed the PTO, Rotary Club and 
had published an open letter in The 
Elba Clipper.

Beginning December 1, 1991, all 
healthcare facilities that except Med- 
icare or Medicaid patients will be re- 
quired by law ‘to notify patients of 
their rights to advance directives. 

According to Ellen Peterson, ad- 
ministrator of Elba General Hospital 
and Nursing Home, advance direc- 
lives are legal ways persons may 
make their wishes known regarding 
the type of medical treatment they 
would want should they become ill 
and unable to speak for themselves. 

“With the constant improvements 


you are conscious and alert, you can 
discuss your wishes with your physi- 
cian, However, if you become inca- 
pacitated (unable to speak for your- 
self), there are two types of advance 
directives which are very useful: 
They are the written instructions you 
leave (sometimes calléd a_ living 
will); and the durable power of attor- 
ney, Which allows you to designate 
someone to speak on your behalf, 
Peterson added that in thinking 
about writing an advance directive, 
you should remember to discuss the 
matter first with your family and 


physician, so that everyone knows 


your desires, Then document these 


wishes and distribute copies of them 
to your physician, family friend, at- 
torney, and anyone else you think 
might need one. 

When asked what happens if 
someone changes*his mind, Ellen an- 
swered, “No problem. A person can 
change his or her advance directive 
at any time or do away with it total- 
ly.” 

“Our hospital has a_ brochure 
which discusses advance directives 
in detail,” said Ellen. “If anyone 
wishes to obtain one simply come by 
and inquire at the business office or 
call 897-2257.

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Ihe Elba City School Board failed a portion of the Elba community last 
Thursday night. They were presented with a situation where a young man 
was kicked from the football team when he missed a game because of a 
conflict with a 4-H trip in which his group (from Elba) won national hon 
ors. His family along with a number of other Elba citizens (right or wrong) 
are upset with the action and continuing inaction. After hearing complaints 
from several citizens the board spend almost an hour in executive session, 
and then told the group “This isn't our problem ... are we ready for the 
hext item of business.” The visitors didn't let it stop there and continued to 
question the superintendent and board. One visitor who went to listen and 
not talk said later, “If 1 had planned to speak, I wouldn't have after secing 
the way those of you who did speak out were chopped up by the superin- 
tendent or chairman.” On our part, we tried to point out to the board that 
their absolute lack of any comment would be a slap in the face to a lot of 
people whose support the school needed, especially during these trying 
umes for education. The response we got was Chairman G. A. Lindsey 
saying “There is a lot you may not know about this matter.” 


We didn't challenge that statement then and we resist the temptation to 
challenge it now because that wasn't the point. We don't know the price of 
caus in China, but we PERCEIVE that many people in that communist 
country are hungry. If no one bothers to correct our thinking, we will con- 
tinue to think the same thing. By saying nothing at all the board, innocent- 
ly or by design, send out the message we are committed to perpetuating 
the school system as is, a system education critics say was designed in 
American Colonial days “to train these immigrants to work in the mills 
and train them fast.” A case could, at first blush, be made of administrators 
and board members closing ranks to protect someone. But surely they 
aren't trying to protect a football coach whose every acuion has shown he 
needs less “protection” than anyone in the chain of events. No, we don't 
ever want a school board running an athletic program ... the times we 
have seen it tried ... disaster prevailed. We do agree with Chairman Lind- 
scy S Statement that the matter should have been handled BEFORE (and 
long before) getting tg the board. However since it did get there, the board 
shouldn't shrug it's shoulders. That isn't exactly the purpose of school 
boards. 


When it became obvious the school board wasn't going to get into the 
coaching business, we were crying for the board to pass a resolution com- 
mending the young man for his successes (success outside the classroom 
does not challenge the security of any school staffer, in fact it is a credit to 
the state, city and the school), 


They could have said “We hereby commend Jamie Brockton for his high 
achievement in the recent national 4-H competitions and encourage him to 
continue to broaden his horizons. It is with personal and professional pride 
that we acknowledge his association with this school system. We strongly 
Support students who are expanding their knowledge beyond the 3 R's. We 
deeply regret he found conflict with two wholesome and interesting activi- 
ties, both of which are strongly supported by this school board. It is the 
hope of this school board that in the future these conflicts will not cause 
him nor others with the initiative to get involved to curtail their interest in 
such activities.” 


If they were scared of that, or could see the broader picture, they could 
have (and probably should have) expanded the resolution to commend all 
four Elba youths on the 4-H team for their success in the event and encour- 
age them to continue, etc. After all the other three had conflicts also, and 
this isn't unusual with students who are “involved” ... and it's gonna hap- 
pen again. It is alright for the school to take credit for their success ... re- 
member they all learned to read in the public school system.

On our part, we tried to point out to the board that 
their absolute lack of any comment would be a Slap in the face to a lot of 
people whose support the school needed, especially during these trying 
limes for education, The response we got was Chairman G. A. | indsey 
saying “There is a lot you may not know about this matter,” 


We didn't challenge that statement then and we resist the temptation to 
challenge it now because that wasn't the point. We don't know the price of 
eggs in China, but we PERCEIVE that many people in that communist 
country are hungry. If no one bothers to correét our thinking, we will con- 
tinue to think the same thing. By saying nothing at all the board, innocent: 
ly or by design, send out the message we are committed to perpetuating 
the school system as is, a system education critics say was designed in 
American Colonial days “to train these immigrants to work in the mills 
and train them fast.” A case could, at first blush, be made of administrators 
and board members closing ranks to protect someone. But surely they 
aren't trying to protect a football coach whose every action has shown he 
needs less “protection” than anyone in the chain of events. No, we don't 
ever want a school board running an athletic program ... the times we 
have seen it tried ... disaster prevailed. We do agree with Chairman Lind- 
sey’s statement that the matter should have been handled BEFORE (and 
long before) getting to the board. However since it did get there, the board 
shouldn't shrug it's shoulders. That isn't exactly the purpose of school 
boards, 


When it became obvious the school board wasn't going to get into the 
coaching business, we were crying for the board to pass a resolution com- 
mending the young man for his successes (success outside the classroom 
does not challenge the security of any school staffer, in fact it is a credit to 
the state, city and the school), 


They could have said “We hereby commend Jamie Brockton for his high 
achievement in the recent national 4-H competitions and encourage him to 
continue to broaden his horizons. It is with personal and professional pride 
that we acknowledge his association with this school system. We strongly 
support students who are expanding their knowledge beyond the 3 R's, We 
deeply regret he found conflict with two wholesome and interesting activi- 
tics, both of which are strongly supported by this school board. It is the 
hope of this school board that in the future these conflicts will not cause 
him nor others with the initiative to get involved to curtail their interest in 
such activities.” 


If they were scared of that, or could sce the broader picture, they could 
have (and probably should have) expanded the resolution to commend all 
four Elba youths on the 4-H team for their success in the event and encour- 
age them to continue, etc. After all the other three had conflicts also, and 
this isn’t unusual with students who are “involved” ... and it's gonna hap- 
pen again, It is alright for the school to take credit for their success ... re- 
member they all learned to read in the public school system.

David, a man who had made big 

mistakes in his life, possessed an un- 
derlying faith in God that gave him 
the power to stand before Goliath, 
the Philistine giant. The boasting of 
Goliath had stopped Isracl's army. 
Saul and his men were cringing in 
fear and defeat. But in Israel's mo- 
ment of greatest need, God raised up 
a shepherd boy who possessed a 
faith sufficient for the crisis, As we 
think about the glory of a great faith, 
consider these three thoughts. 
___ |. David seemed to find himself 
in an impossible situation, verses 8 - 
11. Impossible situations will try us 
(v, 10). They will trouble us (v. 11), 
They will frighten us (v, 11). At 
limes like these, we need someone in 
whom we can lean and depend on to 
Carry us through these difficult 
times, 

2. If we can grasp and cling to the 
courageous faith of little David seen 
In verses 32 - 37, God will gives us 
the strength to withstand the difficult 
times in life (v, 32). In fact, God will 
not only give us the strength, he will 
also bless our efforts, (vs, 33 - 37), 


3, God often uses common means 
to give us the victory. "And he took 


his staff in his hand, and chose him 


five smooth siones out of the brook 
« and his sling was in his hand ... 
and he hurled the stone from his 
sling ... and hit the Philistine in the 
forehead ,,. and he fell on his face to 
the ground" (vs, 40, 48-49), David 
said, "You come to me with a sword 
and a spear, but I come to you in the 
name of the Lord ..." (v, 45), 

We should not be defeated by dif- 
ficulties. David saw Israel paralyzed 
by a boastful giant. But when David 
exercised his faith and put himself at 
God's disposal, God honored his 
faith, 

Hymn #390, in the 1975 issue of 
the "Baptist Hymnal," reads, "O for 
a faith that will not shrink, Tho 
pressed by every foe, That will not 
tremble on the brink of any earthly 
woe!" My prayer is that you wiil

In Romans 5:12 we read: 
”., .By one man sin entered 
into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all 
have sinned.” 

Thank God, though, the 
message of reconciliation is 
not concerned exclusively 
with the “one man” by 
whom sin entered into the 
world, Indeed, it is chiefly 
concerned with the “one 
Mediator between God and 
men, the Man Christ Je- 
sus” (I Tim.

Over on defense, the Tigers 
gave up yardage in chunks for most of the night, but managed to come up 
with several big plays to keep the Red Tops out of the endzone, except for 
the three big scoring plays. The defense was short-handed due to an injury 
to senior linebacker Hunter Hudson and junior linebacker Teddy Burks, 
who was hurt early in the game, yet played hard for every play and gave it 
all he had.

USDA Announces Results 
Of CRP 11th Sign-up: 12th 
Sign-up Set For June 1991 


Washington, Sept. 12--Secretary 
of Agriculture Edward Madigan to- 
day announced that 1,12 million 
acres have been tentatively atcepted 
into the Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram from the 2.35 million acres bid 
during the 11th CRP sign-up July 8 - 
19. Total CRP enrollment is now 
35.6 million acres, 

Of the 1,12 million acres tenta- 
tively accepted, 66,151 are to be 
planted to trees, 

Secretary Madigan said CRP was 
modified by the 1990 Farm Bill to 
better address protection of the envi- 
ronmentally sensitive croplands. 
"The approved acreage from the 
11th sign-up will provide significant 
water quality benefits," he said, 

He also announced that the 12th 
CRP sign-up will be June 15-26, 
1992. Bids accepted from the 12th 
sign-up will be effective for the 1993 
crop year. 

The new CRP acreage would be 
enrolled at an average cost of $59.14 
per acre. Payments will be effective 
for the 1992 crop year and the first 
rental payment will be made after 
Oct. 1, 1992, 

The CRP was authorized by the 
1985 Farm Bill to take highly erodi- 
ble cropland out of agricultural pro- 
duction and place it into a conserv- 
ing use. Program participants receive 
annual rental payments with the 
amounts depending on the per acre 
rental rate and the number of acres 
under contract. 

Based upon final approval, 
15,202 acres of land accepted from 
the 11th CRP sign-up will be retired 
in conservation priority watersheds 
of the Chesapeake Bay, Long Island 
Sound, and the Great Lakes. Another 
16,397 acres of land will be retired 
within watersheds targeted by the U, 
S. Department of Agriculture and 
State water quality agencies. 

USDA estimates soil erosion will 
be reduced by an estimated 15 mil- 
lion tons per year on the !and en- 
rolled in the 11th sign-up. 

Of the acres tentatively approved 
from the 11th sign-up, 20,674 acres, 
13,008 are for wildlife habitat im- 
provement, 417 are for field wind- 
breaks, 380 are for grassed water- 
ways, 279 are for contour grass 
strips, 3,738 are for salt tolerant 
grasses, 34 are shelterbelts, and 26 
are for living snow fences,

STORING PECANS 


Pecans, like most nuts, are rich in 
fat. Pecans contain over 70 percent 
fat. They are a good source of cal- 
cium, phosphorus, iron and vitamins 
A and B, Pecans also contain a small 
amount of carbohydrates, One cup of 
mincemeat contains about 740 calo- 
ries. 

Pecans can be stored for year 
round use, They will be good raw or 
toasted in desserts; salads, candies, 
and baked goods, To keep them at 
their best, protect pecans from air, 


moisture and high temperatures. Pe- 
cans can be stored unshelled in a 
cool place for about six months; 
shelled in the refrigerator for about 9 
months; or shelled in the freezer at 0 
degrees Fahrenheit for up to two 
years. 

I's important to remember to 
store pecans before they become ran- 
cid. Pecans become rancid after sev- 
eral months of storage unless they 
are properly frozen. Nuts in the shell 
keep their high quality longer than 
shelled nuts. Whole nuts become 
rancid less quickly than nuts in piec- 
es and unroasted nuts keep better 
than roasted ones. Store unshelled 
pecans in a cool place (32 degrees to 
38 degrees Fahrenheit), They will 
keep fresh for about six months. 

Containers that can be used to 
store pecan nutmeat are plastic:car- 
tons, reusable tin cans, glass freezer 
jars, and odorless, grease-proof, 
moisture vapor resistant plastic bags. 

For freezer storage, package the 
nuts in suitable containers, remove 
all air possible and close tightly, La- 
bel each package with the date and 
add whether they are unbroken 
halves or broken pieces, Store in the 
freezer at 0 degrees Fahrenheit. Use 


within 18 to 24 months. Allow nuts 
to thaw before use. 

For refrigerator storage, place in 
shelled pecans in suitable containers 
and store in the refrigerator not long- 
er than nine months.

Coffee County residents from the 
Whitewater Community voiced their 
opposition to the building of a re- 
gional landfill northeast of Elba on 
Alabama Highway 125, 

More than 20 residents appeared 
before the Coffee County Commis- 
sion’s hearing on the matter last 
Wednesday morning (Nov, 13) in 
the Enterprise Courthouse, 

Prior to opening the hearing, 
Commission Chairman Bill Eagerton 
said, “This is a public hearing to 
hear only comments concerning Cof- 
fee County extending its service area 
to include neighboring counties.”

“This is not a public hearing on 
the location of the new landfill or 
whether or not to have a new land- 
fill,” continued Eagerton. “There 
will be other public hearings to dis- 
cuss those matters.” 

The commission's plan is to make 
application to the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) requesting that Coffee 
County be allowed to let nine addi- 
tional counties use the proposed new 
landfill to dispose of their solid 


waste. 

The nine counties are: Barbour, 
Butler, Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, Houston and Pike. 

Eagerton said, “It is our intention, 
as a commission, to provide Coffee 
County with as many options as pos- 
sible for disposing of solid waste in 
a manner required by new federal 
regulations.” 

Continuing, he said, “The deci- 
sion to accept solid waste from any 
or all of those countics mentioned 
would be based on economic reasons 
and that decision will be made at a 
later dai.” 

Addressing the commission first 
was Annette W. Griswold. She stat- 
ed that those present at the hearing, 
as well as an additional S00 individ- 
uals who were unable to attend, but 
had signed a petition expressing 
their opposition, were much con- 
cerned about the effects such a land- 
fill (regional) would have on their 
county now and in years to come. 

Mrs. Griswold said, “We realize 
that you (the commissioners) are our 
elected officials and that you are 
here to handle the affairs of the 
county. We appreciate your efforts.” 

She continued, "Most likely, you 
are looking at this from an economic 
view point; However, there are some 
things which we feel would not 
Serve our best interests if a regional 
landfill is established in this area.” 

Griswold expressed —_ concern 
about the monitoring of the rubbish 
and garbage that will be deposited in 
the landfill, the possible damage to 
wildlife, livestock, vegetation and 
human life in the area. She also 
asked, “What will a landfill of this 


No water system for 
landfill area residents

The regular Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting convened later than 
planned on Wednesday (November 
13) morning due to a lengthy hearing 
on the proposed landfill. 

After hearing approximately two 
dozen residents express their objec- 
lions to allowing other counties to 
use the landfill, the commissioners 
met in the community room of the 
Farm Center to conduct the county's 
business, 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, in 
whose district the proposed landfill 
site is located, proposed to the com- 
inission the connecting of two rural 
water systems, New Hope's and Zion 
Chapel's, in order to provide water to 
residents living in the proposed land- 
fill area. : 

Several residents attending the 
landfill hearing held earlier had ex- 
pressed their concern as to the com- 
mission's ability to fund a new land- 
fill but not furnish rural water to 
county residents. 

Dubose said, “I feel like that is 
the least we can do. I see it as a way 
of alleviating some of the fears they 
have about where this landfill is lo- 
cated.” 

He suggested a portion of the 
money budgeted for the proposed 
landfill be used to fund the project. 

Dubose's motion on the matter 
died for the lack of a second. Several 
of the other commissioners ex- 
pressed concern that if they provided 
water to these residents, they would 
“open a can of worms” and they 
would have to provide water to ail

county residents. 

The commission's next order of 
business was on deciding where to 
hang a four part painting of both 
county courthouses, the Rawl's Hotel 
and the Enterprise Railroad Depot. 
The painting was purchased by Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson at the 
last Piney Woods Art Festival. 

It was decided to hand the paint- 
ing in the new commission chambers 
located in the Farm Center. 

Other matters addressed by the 
commission were as follows: 
***Assistant County — Engineer 
Randy Tindell informed the commis- 
sion that $46,467.00 in federal aid 
funds had been received to fund a 
culvert bridge over Pages Creek on 
Co. Rd. 38. 

***Tindell stated that the contract to 
widen and resurface Co. Rd. 79 
should be let on Dec, 13. 
***Commissioners were informed 
work on Co. Rd. 42 (Packing House 
Road near Elba) was preceding on 
schedule, 

***Heard a request from Judge 
Brunson for additional vault space in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

***A motion by Commissioner Eu- 
gene Bradley to allow county em- 
Ployees to have the day after 
Thanksgiving as a holiday was ap- 
proved by the commission, 

***The county engineer's office was 
asked to study the possibility of the 
county excepting the "Hugo De- 
Vaughn Road" in the Shiloh Com- 
munity for maintenance, There seem 
to be some question as to whether or 
not the road was or had been main- 
tained by the county in the past. The 
road is approximately 300 yards 
long,

size do to property values in this 
area?” 

The ability of the safeguards such 
as liners, monitoring wells, and hold- 
ing ponds to prevent the contamina- 
tion of Whitewater Creek and Pea 
River was questioned by Mrs. Gris- 
wold and others present at the hear- 
ing. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Griswold 
said, “We do not oppose a local 
landfill for the local people, but we 
do oppose a regional landfill. Let 
every county and state take care of 
its own garbage.” 

She continued, “We strongly urge 
you (the commission) to reconsider 
and not make this a regional landfill. 
WE DO NOT NEED NOR DO WE 
WANT OUTSIDE GARBAGE!” 

Mrs. Griswold introduced Pamela 
O'Bryan who is a member of the In- 
ternational Affiliation of Reconcilia- 
tion. According to O'Bryan, the 
group is the world's oldest religious 
pacifist organization and was found- 
ed in Great Britain 75 years ago. 

O'Bryan's comments to the group 
and the commission dealt primarily 
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with the dumping, mostly illegal, of 
toxic and hazardous waste. 

Members of the commission stat- 
ed that the proposed landfill would 
not be permitted to receive this type 
waste, 

O'Bryan expressed concern that 
private landfill operators would gain 
control of the landfill in the future 
and the county would no longer be 
able to control what type of waste 
would be dumped at the site. 

A resident who live nearest the 
proposed landfill site, Dennis Smith, 
expressed his concern that during the 
rainy season, the water shed from 
the landfill would drain into White- 
water Creek and pollute the stream. 

Danny Maddox. pastor of White- 
water Baptist Church, reminded the 
commissioners of their responsibility 
to the people of Coffee County. 

“You do not represent ADEM or 
anybody else, you represent us,” said 
Maddox. “I want to encourage you 
(the commissioners), don't consider 
letting another county dump one 
ounce of garbage in our backyard in 
“Whitewater.”

Jimmy White quizzed the com- 
missioners on their ability to assure 
the citizens of Coffee County that 
other counties using the landfill 
would not dump chemical waste in 
the landfill along with their solid 
waste, 

Commissioner Jimmy Dubose at- 
tempted to explain to the group that 
the new proposed landfill would be 
much safer than the county's present 
dump site. Also, he said there are 
several illegal roadside dumps 
throughout the county now being 
used by the public and with a new 
landfill and mandatory garbage pick- 
up hopefully, this could be prevented 
in the future. 

He also stated that by the county 
having control over the landfill, it 
would give them the ability to more 
closely monitor what would be de- 
posited at the site. 

From an economical standpoint, 
Eagerton stated that according to re- 
ports, it takes approximately 160 
tons of garbage per day at $30 per 
ton to operate a landfill on a break 
even basis. “We don't have 160 tons 
a day in Coffee County, so we were 
trying,” said Eagerton, “to keep our 
costs where we could live with it.” 

Dean Smith pleaded with’ the 
commission not to make their deci- 
sion on having a regional landfill 
solely on the basis of economics. 

“We may have to pay more today 
more than we want to, but it may be 
the best decision we ever made 
twenty years from now for our kids.” 
Smith said. 

He continued, “I want you (the 
commission) to consider that instead 
of just the economics and how much 
it's going to cost Coffee County dur- 
ing your administration.” 

Harrict Foster, a grandmother 
from Donaldsonville, GA, told how 
her grandchild was suffering from 
birth defects supposedly as a results 
of her daughter bathing in contami- 
nated water. 

She said that she and her family 
had purchased what was thought to 
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voice opposition to regional landfill

Concerned Citizens of Coffee County plan strategy

The Concerned Citizens of Cof- 
fee County opposing the building of 
a regional landfill in the county held 
a meeting Monday evening at 7 p.m. 

Meeting in the activities building 
at Wise's Mill Assembly of God 
Church, Annette Griswold, spokes- 
person for the group, told those 
present, 26 citizens, the purpose of 
the meeting was to inform them of 
the proposed regional landfill and 
the recent public hearing on the pro- 
posal. 

“We, as concerned citizens of 
Coffee County, want to avoid panic 
rather than create it,” Mrs. Griswold 
said. “This (meeting) is not to create 
any kind of panic.” 

She explained to the group the 
difference between a local landfill 
and a regional landfill stating that 
only people within the county would 
be able to dump household garbage 
in a local landfill. In a regional land- 
fill, other counties would be able ‘to 
bring their garbage to the dump site, 

Griswold informed the group that 
the county commission had pur- 
chased land belonging to the Ken- 
drick family for the purpose of con- 
structing a landfill, 

As reported in this newspaper, the 
commissioners voted to buy the land 
in the November 26, 1990 commis- 
sion meeting. The cost of the land 
was $151,905.00 and was financed 
by the Kendrick family over a five 
year period. The approximately 450 
acres is located on Alabama High- 
way 125 notheast of Elba between 
the Wise's Mill and Victoria Com- 
munities 

The group was informed that a 
hearing had been held on Wednes- 
day, November 13, to hear the pub- 
lic’s pros and cons on the obtaining 
of a permit to allow the construction 
of a regional landfill on the site. 

Several of those present stated 
that they were unaware of the pro- 
posed landfill until informed by 
neighbors of the recent hearings. 

Most of those present at this 
meeting expressed the same con- 
cers as those citizens attending the 
recent hearing. They are afraid of the 
contamination that may occur to the 
nearby Whitewater Creek and Pea 
River should the landfill be con- 
structed On the proposed site, Also, 
they don’t want other counties’ gar- 
bage dumped in Coffee County, 

The primary focus of the meeting 
was the discussion of ways and 
means by which this group could 
prevent the building of a regional 
landfill Several members expressed 
their Opposition to the construction 


of a landfill in their backyard - peri- 
od! 

One individual even stated there 
was believed to be burial sites locat- 
ed on the land in question. Possibly 
early settlers and/or Indians are bur- 
ied on the land. Griswold stated that 
if this is indeed fact, the government 
would not allow a landfill to be con- 
structed on the site. Several persons 
volunteered to attempt to verify 
whether or not the graveyards do in 
fact exist. 

It was suggested that the group 
invite the commissioners to join 
them in their efforts to finding a so- 
lution to this matter 

At present, members of the group 
expressed the feeling that they had 
been betrayed by the commissioners. 

All agreed that a line of commu- 


nication between themselves as con- 
cerned citizens and the commission- 
ers must be kept open. Nothing is 
accomplished through dissension. 

Those present were told and they 
understood that Coffee County 
would have to have a landfill - IT 18 
THE LAW - the Enironmental Po- 
tection Agency (EPA) requires it, 

The group agreed that the job is 
too big for seven men to handle 
alone. They voted to form a coalition 
and elected Mrs. Griswold as_ its 
chairperson. 

Before leaving, the group as- 
signed different individuals to obtain 
information pertaining to the land- 
fill. 

A copy of any and all applica- 
tions to the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 


(ADEM) are to be obtained, acquire 
copies of engineering reports per- 
taining to all the proposed sites in 
the county, request minutes of all 
commissior meeting held within the 
past two years and to obtain any geo- 
logical surveys made of the area. 

The group as a whole was urged 
to obtain any information they could 
pertaining to landfills and recycling, 

Jimmy White volunteered to re- 
quest that a spokesperson for the 
group be place on the commission's 
agenda for the next meeting. The 
meeting will be at 9:00 a.m. on Mon- 
day, November 25, 1991, 

The group agreed to meet again 
on Friday evening, November 22, at 
7 p.m. The meeting is to be held in 
the activities building of Wise's Mill 
Assembly of God Church. "
